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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 29-31 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 29, line 2, it is not clear what is meant by "in a field of a display 
controlled according to 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

4. Claims 26-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Wierzbitzki etal., US 6,650,891 ('891 patent, hereinafter). 

'891 patent discloses a method for sending information to a mobile wireless 
subscriber signed onto a mobile wireless network. '891 patent specifically teaches 
originating a short message from a mobile station (the query made via an empty short 
message, col. 2, lines 16-20) for transmission in the wireless communication network 
while the mobile station maintains an active WAP session with a WAP server (col. 1 , 
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lines 22-25, and col. 2, lines 29-33, col.3, lines 21-25). See col. 2, lines 16-51 . In other 
words, '891 at least teaches the short message origination from a mobile station while 
the mobile station and other mobile stations are signed on (holding an active session) to 
mobile wireless network, specifically the Internet/Wireless Application Protocol (WAP). 

'891 patent further teaches displaying on the mobile station a received short 
message. See col. 3, lines 47-49, and col. 5, lines 9-12. 

Further, '891 patent lists several standards the wireless communication network 
may be implemented on including at least GPRS standard recited in the present 
invention. See col. 2, lines 20-28. The reference need to teach just one of the many 
recited type of networks since the claim requires one of the networks. However, in ( 891 , 
it is obvious that other wireless protocol may be adopted since the specific listings are 
exemplary, and the teaching is made for "mobile wireless network" in general. See col. 
3, lines 14-17. 

Regarding claim 33, the information being formatted according to one of the 
WML, HDML, and CHTML is inherent in '891 since the teaching of mobile device 
holding a session through Internet requires one of these formats.
